Accused Tells of Spend- 
ing $200,000,000 in Re- 
sponse to Hoover's 
“Busines as. Usual” Plea 


CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—(4)—Denying 
none of the transactions the govern- 
ment calls criminal, in his mail fraud 
trial, Samuel Insull defended all of 
them today as “most usual” and 
“completely regular.” 

The worst he admitted was “mis- 
takes,” against government’s charges 
that his Corporation Securities Com- 
pany swindled investors of about 
$100,000,000. 

The 74-year-old former utility ex- 
ecutive faced a jury in Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson’s court for four 
hours and 40 minutes, until his at- 
torney asked the judge to adjourn, 
fearing Insull would collapse. 

In that time the accused financier 
told the jury the story of his life 
and triumphs as a utility manager, 
furnishing details of his. business af- 
fairs always guarded with the ut- 


| most secrecy when he was at the 


height of his power. 
Recalls Good Deeds. 

Recalling every public service, ey- 
ery success and every honor of his 
story-book career, Insull twice was in 
tears, but. other times. told his stony 
in a vigorqus. voice, hammering his 
chair arm. rosecutors © permitted 
him to make long, rambling speeches. 

In one of them he absolved three 
of the younger defendants;"“who had 
no responsibility in this situation.” 
Referring to his former secretary, 
John F. O'Keefe, Edward J. Doyle 
and to P. J. McEnroe, all defendants, 
e said: 

“Tf the prosecution would excuse 
me saying so, they have no more to 
do with this case than you gentlemen 
sitting in the jury bor.” 

He admitted that in 1930 he “ran- 
somed” some of the securities in his 
major companies from Cyrus Eaton, 
Cleveland capitalist, paying Eaton 
$56,000,000—far above the market 
price. 

“My mistake was that I didn’t ar- 
range for permanent financing of 
this,” he said. “Undoubtedly, it was 
a great mistake—from hindsight. But 
if was an action any other business- 
man could have taken.” 

The government charged Insull sad- 
died this “war debt” on the Corpora- 
tion Securities Company. 

He did not discuss the profits made 
by a “preferred list” of Insull friends,

Routine Expenses Cut. 

For the present, budget makers con- 
centrated upon routine expenditures 
of the various departments and bu- 
reaus, in an effort to chip them to 
the lowest point compatible with ef- 
ficiency, a procedure always attended 
by some wailing from the heads of 
the agencies affected. 

Toward the end of the year, they 
said, accurate estimates of relief re- 
quirements will be available, and then 
it will be possible to shape the budget 
for transmission to congress. None 
would hazard a guess at how much 
must be spent to care for the destitute 
this winter. 

Regarding the possibility of balanc- 
ing the budget at the end of the next 
ficcal year, administration officials 
are studiously silent. However, those 
who keep in close touch with treas- 
ury developments see little probability 
of auch an accomplishment. A sub- 
stantial increase in business activity 
might bring the treasury’s figures 
close to a balance. 

Task Before Bell. 

The budget job is complicated this 
vear by the fact that the budget must 
be completed for the current fiscal 
year, which ends June 30, 1935. In ad- 
dition, estimates for the next fiscal 
year must be formed. Because of the 
uncertainty surrounding emergency 
disbursements, this year’s budget was 
left in an elastic state by the presi- 
dent and congress last winter. The

WAR SCARE IN FRANCE 
RISES TO NEW PITCH 

PARIS, Nov. 1.—(/)—Allegations 
of Germany’s increasing military 
might today intensified the war scare 
gripping France, 

In great measure the fear of con- 
flict, which overshadowed All Saints 
day pilgrimages of the French 
to the graves of their war and civil 
dead, was based on belief that the ap- 
proaching plebiscite in the Saar might 
set off an international explosion. 

For the first time since the war, the 
French apparently were not so confi- 
dent of the crushing superiority of 
their army, leading Minister of War 
Henri Petain to seek urgent re-en- 
forcements for the nation’s weapons 
of defense. 

Violent reaction in the German 
press to the announcement that 
French troops are ready to enter the 
Saar if the League of Nations com- 
mission governing that region calls 
for help was described in high quar- 
ters here as clear indication that the 
nazis have been thinking of seizing the 
rich industrial area. 

(The Saar basin, now under League 
of Nations mandate, will vote January 


'13 whether to remain under League 


rule, rejoin Germany or unite with 
France. 

(Rumors of an impending nazi 
putsch in the Saar was followed by an 
announcement that French garrisons 
along the border were ready to move, 
and an official government newspaper 
in Berlin warned that the French “are 
playing with fire.”)

The one highly maligned family of 
perchers seems to be the one that in- 
cludes the crows and jays. Some rea- 
ers of. this column have begun to 
mourn for me as a lost soul because 
I will not class the jay as a_ highly 
undesirable neighbor. Possibly a word 
of explanation is in order here. 

You may have noticed through oc- 


casional words in this column that I. 


am first of all a conservationist. I 
am for the protection of all wild life. 
Where there is some control neces- 
sary, let it be as little as possible, in 
order that nature forces and species 
may recover their normal status when 
the need for control is past. I am 
not even in favor of killing the rattle- 
snakes. They serve some sort of pur- 
pose in the natural balance and there- 
fore are valuable. Where ag are in 
too close contact with man let’s: kill 
those that might endanger our lives, 
but on the wild hills and prairies, let 
the rattlers live. By adopting extreme 
examples, I am hoping to make my 
stand on the blue jays more clear. 

No one has ever proved to me that 
the jay is the rascal he if often called. 
I have never seen any great amount 
of damage done by jays. Now, remem- 
ber, I did not say they did no dam- 
age. I have seen them kill the young 
of other birds. I have seen them break 
up nests. Certainly, then, they should 
be destroyed, according to some of 
my readers. I still say that when the 
jay kills a young birds or breaks up a 
clutch of eggs, he is simply. satisfying 
his own need for a bit of-protein in 
the diet. You who raise all sorts of 
protest against the jay for feeding 
himself on necessary food elements 
should also refrain form indulging in 
tenderloin steaks. I just see that hap- 
pening. 

On the credit side of the ledger, I 
want to say that I have seen jays 
strip a shrub of caterpillars and there- 
by save its foliage. I have seen tiem 


playing with acorns and hiding them 
under leaves—unconscious reforesta- 
tion on the part of the birds. Surely 
one of these valuable assets will bal- 
ance occasional damage to your prec- 
ious songbirds! 

Anywhy; who protected the song- 
birds before your white-faced, not to 
say blue-blooded, ancestry. appeared 
on this continent? I am sure that 
the Indians knew too much = about 
ecology, without calling it that, to un- 
dertake to control the blue jays. 

It takes more than a robbed nest— 
or a few lost pecans—to turn me 
against the jays.

'  pusiness has yet received from President Roose- 
velt lay hidden cautiously behind that promise he made yesterday 
to restore government wage cuts next July 1. 

The question of wage restorations is trivial in comparison with 
the deeper underlying significance. — 

Those closest to the presidential desk realized that here was the 
first business prediction Mr. Roosevelt had made since he entered 
the White House. Only they know that the president had to have 
the general business picture primarily in mind in determining the 
government wage scale. Only they realize that his announcement 
meant he had reached the conclusion that the fall upswing would 
not change the existing situation materially, but that the spring 
improvement of 1935 would bring actual recovery. 


METHOD (‘To get the proper significance, you have to know the 

inside method by which the president arrived at his 
conclusion. The law says he shall restore government wages when- 
ever the normal price level is restored. There is nothing in the 
law which requires him to announce it nine months in advance. In 
the ordinary course, he would wait until prices were restored and 
then ask congress to restore the last 5 per cent of the 15 per cent 
pay cut. : 

Mr. Roosevelt’s excuse for making the announcement now was 
that he wanted to put it in the budget. That excuse is thin because 
he does not have to have it in the budget. He could ask for a 
deficiency appropriation any time. 

What happened on the inside was that Mr. Roosevelt’s bureau 
of labor statistics informed him privately that prices and values 
would not be restored this fall, but would be in the spring. Now the 
cat in that bag is that there is nothing to business except prices and 
values. When they are restored, business is restored. 

The implication was well known at the White House when the 
announcement was made.

Into a pint bottle put four ounces— 
that is a quarter of a pourd—of iron- 
ammonium citrate, otherwise called 
j iron and ammonium citrate or offi- 
cially Ferri et Ammonit Citras.

This form of iron will not injure the 
teeth in anv way. Nor is it constipa- 
ting. On the contrary, some persons 
'have to stop taking it, or cut. the dose 
down for a time. owing to a diarrhea 
it sets up. 

But if vou ean take it for two or 
three months. it may give you the 
“wonderful” results the Niagara Falls 
reader had from it. 

Of course the iron had nothing to 
do with the eve affection. More likely 
the hay fever accounted for that.

Political Science Body Told 


‘Dr. W. J. Genes’, of 


Ohio State, Addresses | 


Southerners on “Philos- | 
ophy of New Deal.” | 


Opening a three-lay meeting of 
the Southern Political Science Asso- 
ciation in its seventh annual session, 
Dr. W. J. Shepard, dean of Ohio 
State University and president of the 
American Political Science Associa- 
tion, delivered an address Thursday 
night at the Biltmore hotel on “The 
Philosophy of the New Deal.” 

“We are all political scientists 
whether we like the designation or 
not,” declared Mr. Shepard. ‘We 
have all been political theorists all 
along and didn’t know it until the re- 
cent depression made us conscious of 
the fact that we have ideas of our 
own on matters of government.” 

The speaker asserted that these | 
opinions of the people build up the | 
ileology of the nation. He explained | 
ideology as a system of thought and 
ideas which provide schemes of value 
for life, determining for us what is 
to be considered right or wrong, use- 
ful or futile. Our present-day beliefs 
are a carry-over ‘from eighteenth cen- 
tury doctrines of individualism and ' 
political democracy, he told his audi- 
ence. 

“The ideology of laissez-faire has 
been questioned in every mind.” Dr. 
Shepard said. “Basic ideas of eco- 
nomic individualism have been chal- 
lenged, and it is natural to expect 
political democracy in its present form 
to be challenged also. 

“We have become a nation of politi- 
cal skeptics. We are in a_ revolu- 
tionary period—not of violence, but 
of exploring the fundamental founda- 
tions of our economic and political | 
systems.”

Pedrick, of New Orleans, stated. in 
an address on “Sailing Ships and 
Subsidies.” Pedrick is vice president 
of the Mississippi Shipping Company 
and is one of the best-known ship- 
ping men in the south. : 

Arthur M. Tode, New York, presi- 
dent, presided at the opening session 
this morning. 

An address in opposition to the 
ratification of the proposed St. Law- 
rence waterway project was made by 
J. Scott Parrish, chairman of t 
state port authority of Virginia with 
headquarters in Norfolk. 

Declaring that the whole Atlantic 
coast, and Hampton Roads in par- 
ticular, would suffer along with the 
railroads, through the construction of 
the St. Lawrence waterway, Parrish 
said cost of construction of the water- 
way at $543,429,000, the greatest part 
will be spent by the Canadian gov- 
ernment using Canadian labor and 
material, despite the fact that the 
United States will have to defray 
$272,000,000 of the total cost. 

Parrish asserted that the Panama 
canal would never have been built, 
if owing to climatic conditions if 
would have to be closed for five 
months. ‘“‘We do not believe it would 
be expedient to construct this water- 
way for a number of reasons. 

First: It will divert 10,000,000 tons 
of freight annually from our railroads, 
thus causing increased freight rates 
to make up for the lost revenue. Sec- 
ond, it will be nothing short of a 
bounty given by the taxpayers of the 
two countries. Third, the power to 
be generated by the hydroelectric 
plants will be too far from our indus- 
trial plants to be economi@lly con- 
sumed. Fourth, one section of the 
treaty is extremely speculative for 
under it the United States will be 
co-guarantor of water levels in Mon- 
treal harbor and in the St. Lawrence 
river below Montreal. Fifth, if the 
Ottawa treaty remains in effect and 
the waterway constructed there will 
be a large increase in ocean tonnage 
to and from Canadian and lake ports, 
thereby resulting in serious damage to 
all Atlantic ports.”

Georgia placed third in the entire 
nation in percentage of increase in 
federal income tax collections, being 
surpassed only by Arkansas and 
South Carolina. 

At the same time, an increase of 
approximately $2,000,000 in state rev- 
enues for the first 10 months of 
1934 over the same period of last 
year was shown in a report filed 
with Governor Talmadge by State 
Auditor Tom Wisdom. 

The report showed the revenue for 
the 1934: period was $20,506,837.21. 

The principal increase was from 
the state fuel oil tax, which showed 
a gain of $1,450,000. Motor vehicle

WASHINGTON, “Nov. 1—(4)— 
Users of the nation’s: highways ‘have 
launched a concerted movement to pre- 
vent the passage of legislation by con- 
gress co-ordinating transportation 
agencies that might tend to restrict 
interstate motor operations. 

Leading the movement is the nation- 
al highway users conference, composed 
of representatives of bus and truck 
companies, shippers of merchandise 
and farm organizations such as the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
and the National Grange. 

The conference has presented ‘to 
President Roosevelt .a brief setting 
forth what it considers the threats to 
business and agriculture in “restric- 
tions for the benefit of the railroads.” 

It, contends that the restriction of 
highway services “would result in a 
great increase in the cost of transpor- 
tation and commodities and would add 
to the delivery costs. of millions of 
producers and consumers which the 
business of the country can ill afford 
at this time.”

MOBILE, Ala., Nov. 1.—()—The 
south’s first stream-lined Diesel-elec- 
tric train will streak from New Or- 
leans to Jackson, Tenn., on a regular 
schedule beginning early in 1930, over 
Gulf, Mobile & Northern railroad 
tracks. 

Two new trains, bullet-shaped but 
more conventional than the recent

Extensive track improvements in- 
cluding the laying of heavier rails is 
nearing completion over the New Or- 
leans-Jackson route to withstand the 
zipping speed of the four-car trains, 
being built with arrangements for ad- 
ditional units as needed.

, The democratic account showed two 
payments, one of $5,000 on September 
1 and another of $10.000 October 16, 
on the 1928 lean by John J. Raskob. 
former party chairman. A total of 
$60,250. was still owed Raskob. 

It showed also the committee still 
owed $34,026 on a loan from Chair- 
man Joseph P. Kennedy of the se- 
curitie; and exchange’ commission, 
$107.571 to the National Broadcast- 
ing Company and $47,650 to the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System.

Discoverer of Hookworm 
Disease Was 61 
Years Old. 


SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, Nov. 1. 
(Pi}—Colonel Bailey Kelly Ashford, 
who treated 300,000 persons in his 
first campaign against the hook worm 
disease which he discovered, died to- 
day. He was 61 years old.

Atlantic, Pacific Bases, 
Supported by Interior 
Reinforcement Stations 
Are Urged by Wilcox.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Recom- 
mendations for the establishment of a 
series of great air defense bases over 
the country, located at strategic points 
and designed to make _ the United 
State. invulnerable against attack, 
were laid before the Howell aviation 
commission today by Representative 
Mark Wilcox, of Florida. 

At the same time the commission 
heard proposals from E. R. Arm- 
strong, head of the Seadrome Ocean 
Dock Corporation, of Wilmington, 
Del., for government aid in financing 
the construction of huge seadromes 
to facilita:. trans-Atlantic flying. 

In one of the most comprehensive 
p.ograms for air defense yet submit- 
ted to the Howell board, Represent- 
ative Wilcox recommended that three 
of the air bases be established on the 
Pacific coast, three on the Atlantic 
coast and one each at Panama, Puerto 
Rico, Hawaii and Alaska. Reinforcing 
these frontier units, he proposed also 
that 10 interior air bases be estab- 
lished at such points as to permit %an 
expeditious concentration of air forces 
on either coast in the event of at- 


tack, 
Plan Suggested. 

Exhibiting an elaborate series of 
charts to show the interlocking range 
of the proposed bases, the Florida con- 
gressman recommended that each post 
be given a complement of 100 to 150 
military planes including bombard- 
ment and pursuit twpes, together with 
auxiliary blimps and kite balloons for 
observation and scout duty. 

Vice Chairman Edward P. Warner, 
who is directing the commission’s in- 
quiry in the absence of Chairman 
Clark Howell, announced at the con- 
clusion of today’s session that there 


would be no- further hearings until 
Monday, when army and navy §offi- 
cials are scheduled to present their 


views on subjects of national defense. 

Asserting that the north Atlantic 
offers the greatest potential air trade 
artery of the world, Mr. Armstrong 
urged the commission to recommend 
the construction of four seadromes 
for air traffic between the United 
States and Europe. The cost of the 
seadromes, placed at $7,500,000 each 
and located at 600-mile_ intervals, 
would be less than terminal facilities 
required for dirigibles, he said. 

The witness revealed that efforts 
are now being made to interest the 
French gc.2rnment in an interna- 
tional corporation to develop the sea 
landing docks, 

Public Works Aid. 


Public works funds should be made 
available for building the seadromes, 
he said, emphasizing the aid to em- 
ployment that would result. 


Recommendations for a separate air 
force were also presented to the com- 
mission by Representative Wilcox. He 
criticized the army general staff's 
proposals for reorganization of «tir 
corps administrative functions and 
expressed doubt that an effective air 
service can be maintained without 
a separate corps. 

“Surface ships of the navy cannot 
adequately defend our frontiers,” he 
told the commission. “Anti-aircraft 
guns cannot afford adequate protec- 


tion against air raids. Only land 
based aircraft stations at strategic

points -along the frontiers and sup- 
ported by adequate forces in the in- 
terior can afford protection against 
invasion by’ enemy aircraft.” 

Representative Wilcox listed a num- 
ber of cities which he said offered 
strategical advantages for the location 
of the proposed great defense bases, 
including Portland, Ore.; Seattle, 
Spokane, San Diego, Los Angeles, Sac- 
ramento and San Francisco in the 
Pacific area, together with Miami, 
Norfolk, Atlantic City, Boston, Port- 
land, Maine, and Long Island on the 
Atlantie seaboard. 

The interior and Great Lakes bases 
would be selected from a list of half 
a dozen or more suitable cities in 
those areas, he said. 

Destruction Threat. 

A graphic description of the destruc- 
tion enemy aircraft might accomplish 
in the event of war was presented 
by Mr. Wilcox in the form of a rec- 
tangular chart superimposed over a 
map of the United States, with Bos- 
ten, Washington, Chicago and St. 
Louis serving as points of the rec- 
tangle. 

“Within this areu, representing but 
ten per cent of the territory of con- 
tinental United States,” he said,

Tire Prices Increase 


Almost 18 Per Cent 


AKRON, Ohio, Nov. 1—)— 
Prices of automobile tires took their 
biggest price increase in years today 
as major producers apparently aban- 
doned this industry's old-time prac- 
tice of “savage competition.” 

The average increase will be about 
18 per cent, although on a few lines 
of unusual sizes the advance cost to 
the consumer will range as high as 
75 per cent, tire men said. 

F. A, Seiberling, president of the 
Seiberling Rubber Company, sounded 
the keynote of a “new deal” for the 
tire industry as the price increases- ef- 
fective today, were announced. 

“The savagery of the past has 
been thrown into the wastebasket, 
and there appears to be a new hope- 
ful feeling in the industry,”’ he said. 

All of the major companies, _in- 
cluding Goodyear, Goodrich, United 
States and Firestone, took the lead 
in the price boost, and the smaller 
manufacturers are following along, 
Seiberling said. 

He predicted another increase of 
10 per cent is in the offing, as the 
rubber industry seeks to escape the 
conditions of recent years in which 
the depression and price-cutting com- 
petition have combined to cause tire 
manufacturers heavy losses. 

The principal cause of the present 
increase is the higher cost of produc- 
tion, P. W. Litchfield, president of 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany, said.

For War on ‘New Paganism’

BERLIN, Nov. 1.—A new move to 
quiet Protestant opposition to Reichs- 
bishop Ludwig Mueller was announced 
this evening as Catholics made ready 
to train their heavy guns on Dr. Al- 
fred Rosenberg’s new paganist move- 
ment. 

The reichsbishop's office, which 
earlier had denied rumors he had re- 
signed as an aftermath of Adolf Hit- 
ler’'s decision to keen the nazi party 
out of church affairs, said Mueller 
had “taken certain measures to bring 
about rapid amelioration of the sit- 
uation.” 

A church ministry official today 
said Mueller still “feels himself called 
upon to effect church unity” and 
therefore “it is nonsense to think he 
has resigned or will resign.” while 
the reichsbishop himself declared. he 
considered it his duty to remain in 
office. 

The new oveace moves, tonight's 
communique said, consisted of orders 
that an immediate investigation be 
made of disputed points of ehurch 
law. especially those relating to dis- 
ciplinary measures taken against dis- 
senting pastors, with the purpose of 
clarifying the whole legal position of 
the church and restoring harmony.

Doubles Star To Get Per- 
centage; Grant Denies 
Offer. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—(4)—George 
Martin Lott Jr., of Chicago, co-holder 
of the national indor and outdoor 
doubles championships and recognized 
'as the world’s outstanding doubles 
'tennis player, turned professional to- 
day, signing a contract to join a 
four-month pro barnstorming tour 
under the sponsorship of Bill O’Brien, 
sports promoter. 


The 28-year-old midwesterner, who 
| was a member of six American Davis 
cup teams and was listed in the 
United States’ first 10 seven times 
in the past 10 years, refused a flat 
sum of $10,000 offered by O’Brien 
and his partner, William (Big Bill) 
Tilden and affixed his signature to a 
document specifying a percentage of 
the gross gate receipts. | 

In announcing. Lott’s contract, 
O’Brien revealed that they actually 
came to terms four days ago and that 
announcement was held up~ in the 
hopes Lester Rollo Stoefen, of Los 
Angeles, joint holder with Lott of the 
two American tiles, would also accept 
a similar contract. 

“We expect to announce the per- 
sonnel of our tour, commencing Jan- 
uary, next week and by that time we 
hope Stoefen will make up his mind,” 
O’Brien said. “In the é@vent Stoefen 
rejects the offer we will have to 
search through the amateur ranks 
for a suitable doubles partner for 
Lott.” 

Lott and 


Stoefen registered the 
lone victory of the United States’ 
team in America’s unsuccessful at- 
tempt to wrést the international Davis 
cup from Great Britain at Wimble- 
don last August. They scored a four- 
set triumph over the English duo, 
Harold G. N> Lee and [Patrick 
Hughes, 
_ Lott first gained national recogni- 
tion in 1924, when he was ranked 
ninth in the “first 10.” His rank- 
ings thereafter follow: 1926. ninth: 
1928, third: 1929, fourth; 1930, 
seventh ; 1931, second; 1933, tenth. 
His departure from the “Simon- 
pure” fold is the second blow struck 
this week at America’s 1935 Davis 
cup hopes. Two days ago Frank X. 
Shields, America’s No. 1, signed a 
seven-year contract and it is expected 
his new underfiking will take up too 
much time to permit him to actively 
engage in tennis.

MEMBERS OF RESERVE 
SHOW SMALL DEBTS 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—(#)—Mem- 
ber bank indebtedness to the federal 
reserve banks has slowly dwindled in 
recent months until. it now stands at 
the lowest point in 20 years. 

The almost complete eradication of 
bank borrowing is an unusual feature 
of the past year or two, one which 
escapes much comment because of its 
negative importance. But it would be 
necessary to go back to the earliest 
days of the federal reserve system to 
find a total as low as the current 
$10,864,000 of bills discounted for 
member banks, 

On March 8, 1933, at the height of 
the crisis when every bank in the 
country closed its doors, member in- 
stitutions owed the federal reserve 
banks, $1,414,000,000, one of the larg- 
est totals on record. This debt they 
had accumulated through frantic dis- 
counting of*liquid assets in an effort 
to meet the currency runs which 
swept the nation and precipitated the 
banking holiday. 

In addition, the reserve banks held 
on that date $417,000,000 of bills 
bought in the open market and $1,881,- 
000.000 of government securities. 

On October 24, 1934, the reserve 
banks held, in addition to only $10,- 
864,000 of discounted paper, $5,998,- 
000 of open market bills and $2,430,- 
201.000 of government securities. 

Strangely enough, the bulk of the 
debt now owed by member banks is 
held in the New York district, or- 
dinarily the one with the least borrow- 
ing relative to its size. The total debt 
of second district banks currently 
amounts to $6,092,000.

CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—(#)—Active 
buying that apparently was associated 
with closing up of trade spreads be- 
tween Chicago and Winnipeg led to 
sharp upturns of prices today for 
wheat. 

Although Canadian government ac- 
tion. putting wheat minimum prices 
into effect at Winnipeg was variously 
construed in Chicago, many ttfaders 
acted on belief that the step would 
result at least temporarily in arrest- 
ing declines in European markets. 
Considerable notice, too, was taken of 
British semi-official estimates indi- 
eating a decrease of 44,000,000 bush- 
els in world surplus supplies of wheat. 

Closing quotations in Chicago for 
wheat were firm at about the day's 
top level, 1 cent to 2 3-8 above yester- 
day’s finish, May 95 7-8 to 96, corn 
unchanged to 1 1-2 higher, oats 3-8 
to 1-2: up, and provisions showing 12 
to 35 celits gain: 

Helping to advance all grains was 
the fact that private estimates today 
of corn production this season showed 
a reduction of about 56,000,000 bush- 
els as compared with government re- 
turns of October 1. ats took their 
cue chiefly from the corn market. 

Provisions went upward with hog 
values and with grain. All deliveries 
of lard touched a new high price. rec- 
ord for the season. 


WHEAT PRICES PEGGED 
BY WINNIPEG EXCHANGE 


WINNIPEG, Nov. 1.—(4)—Pegged 
wheat prices went into effect on the 
Winnipeg grain exchange today for 
the second time in the history of its 
trading operations. 

(Chicago traders expressed belief 
the step would have little effect on 
the American market. They said two 
drouth seasons had made the United 
States almost independent of foreign 
grain fluctuations and that Chicago 
prices continued above those of Win- 
nipeg and Liverpool). 

The pegging move was interpreted 
as a victory for farmers and the first 
step in government regulation. The 
council of the exchange at an emer- 
gency session last night adopted regu- 
lations under which December fu- 
tures cannot go below yesterday’s close 
of 75 cents and the May future was 
pegged at the minimum of 80 cents, 
1-8 cent above yesterday’s close. High- 
er prices, of course, can be bid in 
trading. 

Renewed foreign selling pressure 
was the immediate cause of the peg- 
ging of ptices. Farmers’ organiza- 
tions had requested the step, alleg- 
ing the futures market operated 
against the benefit of the producers. 


SMALLER WHEAT CROP 
ESTIMATED FOR WORLD 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1—(4)— 
The world wheat crop, excluding Rus- 
‘sia and China, was reported today by 
the bureau of agricultural economics 
to be between 3,330,000,000 and 3,375,- 
000,000 bushels—about 360,000,000 
bushels less than last year. 
World stocks on hand, however, are 
larger than a year ago.

And this explains some, of the be- 
lief that prices are bound to go high- 
er, the mere fact that no one is se- 
lecting current dullness and lethargy 
to start a selling movement.

STREET INTEREST. 

Henry Ford’s announcement of 
plans to produce at least 1,000,000 
new Fords in 1935 interested Wall 
Street considerably. Likewise his 
statements about business recovery. 
But Henry Ford always has been a 
“loner” in the industrial field, daring 
where others have not dared, and Wall 
Street could not use his statement as 
a pretext of getting excited over busi- 
ness improvement. Traders merely 
asked : 

“What will General Motors end 
Chrysler do?” 

There was no statement from those 
companies or from any of the other 
major producers and. thus the Ford 
statement—marketwise—brought no 
reverberations. 

Meanwhile the outlook-for tomorrow 
showed no change. Nothing is in view 
to stir any enthusiasm in the market 
and sidelines continued to be the most 
advisable position. The few factors of 
interest included: 

Downward trend in structural steel 
bookings; Canada pegging wheat 
prices which leads to a little uncer- 
tainty ; increase in tire prices by major 
companies; continuation of gasoline 
price war in the east ; some worry over 
possible legislation in next congress 
and also outcome of discussions over 
the automobile code: continuation of 
good reports on retail trade; reported 
pick-up in sales of American made 
automobiles in Great Britain.

Although South knew that all the 
aces were located, he was almost 
certain that North could not have 
both the heart king and the diamond 
king, and accordingly did not con- 
tract for the grand slam. 

In response to his partner's bid, 
the west player opened a spade, and 
the declarer’s ace was forced out. At 
this point South could have entered 
the dummy and taken the diamond 
finesse, and if ‘the finesse worked the 
hand could have been spread for seven- 
odd. This line of play had, as far as 
the declarer could tell, an absolutely 
even chance of success, and further- 
more, if it worked, would give the de- 
clarer an overtrick. South, of course, 
immediately eliminated the overtrick 
possibility from any consideration 
whatsoever, and looked about for an- 
other line of play which would offer 
a better chance than the simple fi- 
nesseé, 

He laid down the ace of diamonds, 
and then abandoned the suit, shift- 
ing to clubs, un which a spade was 
discarded from dummy, East showed 
out and furthermore failed to trump. 
South now, in perfect safety, laid 
down his fourth good club, discarding 
dummy’s last spade. The spade loser 
was trumped in dummy, and a dia- 
mond trick conceded to the adver- 
saries. Then South spread his hand 
for six-odd. 

South decided upon this line of play 
not because he knew that the cards 
were divided the way they actually 
were, but because the play would 
work with definitely more than one- 
half of the possible divisions of the 
outstanding cards. South’s play would 
of course work if he caught the blank 
king of diamonds in the West hand. 
It would.-also work in several con- 
tingenvies: with a 4-3 or even 5-2 club 
division, South’s play would lose only 
in those instances where the diamond 
king did not drop and where East 
with three or less clubs also held 
originally more than one small dia- 
mond. This Jay of the cards of course 
was quite possible, but would def- 
initely occur less than one-half of the 
time. On the other hand, the finesse 
would be right only half of the time. 

The hand was played in a team-of- 
four match, and no swing resulted, as 
at both tables the declarer chose the 
play outlined above.

Authoritative sources disclosed to- 
day the administration’s tobacco sec- 
tion expected to seek a limit on next 
vears production of about 650,000.- 
000) pounds. This season’s indicated 
yield has been placed at 545,168,000 
pounds, and was described officially 
as having gone a long way toward 
eliminating the surplus, 

Details of the new plan probably 
will not be announced for some weeks. 
as planting for the coming season will 
not begin until early spring. 

Growers already are signed up for 
the program, since they signed a two- 
year contract last year. 

Rental and benefit payments prob- 
ably will be continued upon a basis 
similar to the present plan. Contracts 
will be adjusted to permit a material- 
ly increased acreage, the exact extent 
of which will be determined later.

vise the special farm census were 
chosen by William L. Austin, director 
of the census bureau.
